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OMORROW’S PRIMARY ELECTION. 

There are unmistakable evidences of 
an eleventh hour awakening in the State 
primary campaign. As the actual day of 
the balloting approaches voters are begin- 
ming to look for exact information concern- 
ing the men and women who are seeking 
nominations for State and local offices. 
Taxpayers are coming to a tardy realization 


that the kind of government we shall have . 


during the next four years will depend upon 
| the class of candidates who win in the 
Republican primaries. The sessions of the 
State Legislature are only the staging of 
Plays written in the ante-election cam- 
paigns. Good government can no more 
isgue from bad legislators than clear water 
trom a muddy spring. 

It is to be regretted that the awakening 
has come so late. In order that govern- 
ment by majorities shall be successful the 
men and women who constitute the majort- 
tles must give a careful study to the funda- 
mentals. They must be able to make an 
analysis of the merits and demerits of the 
| Pifferent candidates, must learn enough Of 
their history and their associations to pass 
judgment as to whether the Gandidate is 
to be relied upon to put his professed prin- 
CGiples into actual practice. Demagogues 
are the curse of universal suffrage, but they 
generally betray themselves by promising 
too much. Only those candidates can be 
relied upon who are known to possess abso- 
lute convictions; when electors forget prin- 
ciples the foundations of representative 
government begin to weaken. 

Selecting fit representatives is not easy 
under any form of government. No State 
has ever been organized that was fool-proof 
and burglar-proof; but the percentage of 
incompetents in our own State government 
has been above the average of late by rea- 
son of the special facilities afforded 
chicanery, unscrupulousness and polit 
corruption by our closed primary system. 
In order that the best candidates shall be 
selected the weaklings must be eliminated;

The elements opposed to 
good government are in a marked minority 
in California; yet in a campaign where six 
candidates are running it is possible for 
the radical and disloyal elements to unite 
on a candidate and thus endanger the 
peace and security of the State.

the enterprise. The interest of the 
ol4 Spanish families and that of 
the admirers of early California was 
immediate and most generous. This 
interest gave rise to the creation of 
the Hispanic Society of California, 
the roster of which is the roll of 
honor of the descendants of the 
original dons of this region and lo- 
cal lovers of California. The first 
act of the society was to undertake 
the building of the Casa de Adobe, 

This home is now complete and 
it will be opened to the public soon 
after it is adequately furnished. 

The building has been, from its 
incipiency, true to its ultimate pur- 
pose. It has, in fact, actually risen 
from the very ground which it pro- 
poses to immortalize. The 
bricks, some 60,000 of them, were 
made on the spot, and of the very 
soll upon which the structure 
stands. Around the shady “‘corri- 
Gores” rooms have gradually fol- 
lowed rooms. Here, again, a senti- 
mental ideal has been historically 
expressed. 

What is expected is that the fu- 
ture visitor may enter the “saguan” 
with reverence, as invited guest to a 
house from which the owners are 
ebsent, and behold the manner of 
life in the far past of Los Angeles.

Reports filed with R. P. 
McLaughlin, State Ol and 
Gas Supervisor, for the week 
ending August 17, show six 
new wells ready to drill. This 
makes a total of 476 was 
reported since the first of the 
year. 

During this period there 
have been 120 wells reported 
from the Midway field; 58 
from Coalinga, east side; 54 
from Sunset; 61 from Mon- 
tebello; 33 from Belridge; 22 
from Casmalia; 18 from 
Coalinga, west side, and 17 
from Kern River, leaving «& 
balance of 93 wells, including 
12 “wildcat” or | wells, 
to be divided among all the 
other fields of the State. 

There is a considerable de- 
crease in drilling wells, as 
compared with the pro- 
gramme of the year previous, 
the supervisor reports. The 
fact that the daily State pro- 
duction has increased 14,139 
barrels, between June 1, 1917, 


and June 1, 1918, presents a 


condition which has caused 
considerable comment. Were 
it not for the fortunate devel- 
opments of the past year in 
the new Montebello and Cas- 
malla fields, the State would 
now be faeing a serious de- 
crease in production. 
The average daily 

tion during June, 1518, was 
16,322 barrels in the Monte- 
bello field and 4708 barrels in 
the Casmalia field.
